Exactly  2,684  homeless,  orphan,  abandoned,  abused,  neg-lected,  mis- 
treated and  underprivileged  children  received  the  aid,  care  and  attention  of 
THE  CHILDREN’S  HOME  SOCIETY  OF  FLORIDA  and  its  staff  of  fifty 
workers  through  its  headquarters  and  three  branch  Receiving  Homes  during 
the  past  year  of  1928, 

This  number  of  children  exceeds  the  number  receiving  the  attention  of 
the  Society  in  1927  by  exactly  593,  an  increase  that  made  the  work  of  the 
Society  a very  great  responsibility,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  income  of  the  Society  during  1928  was  over  Thirty-Seven  Thousand  Dol- 
lars less  than  during  the  previous  year.  This  large  decrease  in  income  was 
due  largely  to  continued  unfavorable  business  and  financial  conditions  all  over 
the  State.  We  earnestly  hope  that  1929  will  be  a more  favorable  year  in 
every  way. 

Due  to  the  large  decrease  in  income  we  have  had  to  limit  the  intake  of 
children  to  those  who  are  entirely  homeless,  and  who  are  committed  to  the 
Society  legally;  of  late  even  these  could  not  all  be  taken  in,  for  we  have 
been  compelled  to  limit  the  number  of  children  to  be  cared  for,  to  the 
funds  that  are  available  for  their  care.  As  a result  we  have  a waiting 
last  of  little  children,  some  in  very  great  distress  and  need,  who  we  will 
gladly  provide  for  as  soon  as^  our  will  permit  us  to  do  so. 

Our  income  through  the  three  Community  v^hests  in  Jacksonville,  Miami, 
and  Pensacola  was  reduced  several  thousand  dollars,  due  to  the  failure  of

these  three  chests  to  secure  the  amounts  needed  to  provide  the  full  budgets 
for  their  agency  members. 

To  meet  the  great  reduction  in  income  we  have  reduced  our  number  of 
workers,  have  reduced  several  salaries,  and  have  effected  many  unusual 
economies,  all  of  which  have  hampered  our  work  greatly,  and  made  it  im- 
possible for  us  to  do  our  work  up  to  the  standards  w'e  were  so  many  years 
in  establishing,  but  we  trust  this  condition  is  only  temporary. 

The  plan  to  place  solicitors  in  the  field,  to  secure  funds,  to  organize  a 
group  in  each  community,  that  will  sponsor  our  work  all  the  year  around, 
so  far  has  met  with  partial  success  but  we  are  still  almost  entirely 
dependent  upon  our  direct  letters  of  appeal  for  the  bulk  of  our  income. 

Our  three  branches  at  Lakeland,  Pensacola  and  Miami  have  each  had 
a hard  struggle  financially  too,  but  have  pulled  through  the  year  with  no 
serious  deficits,  and  all  hope  to  have  a better  year  in  1929.  We  have  just 
come  into  actual  legal  possession  of  the  Pensacola  Branch  property,  by 
deed  from  the  former  Pearl  Eagan  Home.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to 
all  the  workers  in  these  branches  for  the  fine  services  they  have  rendered, 
and  to  the  Boards  of  Directors,  officers  and  Women’s  Boards  as  well.  1 only 
regret  that  space  will  not  permit  a detailed  account  of  all  these  valued 
services.

We  hope  all  of  our  friends  and  contributors  will  make  their  wills  promptly 
if  they  have  not  done  so — (for  time  is  fleeting  and  life  so  unceiTain) — and 
that  they  will  make  a generous  bequest  to  our  Society  and  its  great  state- 
wide work  for  Florida’s  Orphan  and  Homeless  Children.  There  surely  can 
be  no  other  way  in  the  world  where  money  could  render  a greater  or  more 
worthwhile  service. 

We  again  desire  to  acknowledge  with  grateful  appreciation  the  invaluable 
services  of  our  four  staffs  of  physicians,  specialists,  dentists  and  hospitals 
in  connection  with  our  four  Receiving  Homes,  and  only  regret  that  we  do  not 
have  space  to  tell  our  contributors  in  detail  of  these  services,  without  which 
our  great  work  simply  could  not  go  forward. 

We  regret  very  much  the  necessity  of  losing  the  services  of  several  of  our 
most  experienced  and  efficient  workers  during  the  year,  because  of  decreased 
income,  among  these  being  Miss  Emma  L.  March,  Miss  Mary  B.  Milam, 
Miss  Ruth  Needham,  Mrs.  Dorothy.  H.-Howq,  Mi-^s ‘Minna  Robertson.  Several 
other  workers  in  our  Receiving  ‘Hornes  resigned  fpr^^yafious  reasons  during 
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the  year.  We  recognize  not  only  the  services  of  the  workers  we  have  lost, 
but  appreciate  keenly  the  fine  spirit,  devotion  and  efficiency  of  those  who 
have  remained  with  us  during  a year  that  has  brought  heavy  burdens  to  many 
of  our  workers  in  every  phase  of  our  work. 

Our  officers,  directors  and  members  of  our  Woman’s  Advisory  Board 
in  connection  with  our  headquarters  work  in  Jacksonville  deserve  a special 
token  of  praise  and  appreciation  for  their  untiring  devotion  to  our  Society. 

We  regret  that  our  limited  space  will  not  permit  us  to  make  very 
special  mention  of  some  very  great  services  and  contributions  that  have 
been  made  to  our  Society  and  its  children  by  individuals,  business  firms,  cor- 
porations, newspapers,  civic  clubs,  woman’s  clubs,  schools,  Sunday  schools, 
churches,  young  peoples  societies  and  other  groups  of  friends,  but  we  do 
say  a great  big  thank-you  to  everybody,  and  every  firm  or  group,  who  have 
had  any  part  in  helping  us  to  save  Florida’s  childhood  during  the  past  year. 

The  only  two  groups  we  shall  mention  in  particular  are  the  Young  Peo- 
ple’s Societies  of  Christian  Endeavor  all  over  Florida,  who  for  the  fourth 
year  in  succession  contributed  over  Fifteen  Hundred  Dollars  for  the  care 
of  Essie  and  Elizabeth,  two  of  our  crippled  girls,  and  the  Florida  Department 
of  the  American  Legion,  who  for  the  third  sucessive  year,  provided  funds  and 
entertainment  for  both  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  dinners  in  our  four 
Receiving  Homes.  We  are  especially  indebted  too,  to  the  friends,  clubs, 
churches  and  other  groups  in  the  recent  storm  area  on  the  lower  East  Coast, 
who  through  great  sacrifice  have  contributed  money,  clothing,  toys  and  pro- 
visions for  our  children.  Our  Woman’s  Advisory  Board,  our  Board  of  Direc- 
tors and  friends  provided  a very  lovely  luncheon  for  the  Endeavorers  of 
the  state  last  June — in  connection  with  the  state  C.  E.  convention — in  appre- 
ciation of  the  twenty-five  years  of  continued  support  these  young  people 
have  given  to  our  Society  in  our  great  state-wide  work.  The  luncheon  was 
served  at  the  beautiful  and  spacious  garden  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Arthur  G.  Cum- 
mer on  Riverside  avenue  in  Jacksonville,  to  whom  we  are  deeply  appreciative 
for  this  unusual  courtesy. 

The  State  Board  of  Public  Welfare  which  began  to  function  last  June, 
has  licensed  our  Society  and  its  four  Receiving  Homes  to  carry  on  our 
work  during  the  year  of  1929.  We  are  glad  to  co-operate  with  this  new' 
Board  in  every  way,  and  only  regret  that  because  of  lack  of  funds  its 
work  must  be  so  ham.pered. 

Our  chief  concern  now  is  for  the  future.  We  started  this  year  w'ith  a 
family  of  965  little  homeless  and  helpless  children  under  our  care  and  super- 
vision, and  with  only  funds  enough  on  hand  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  these 
little  ones  for  about  one  month.  By  the  time  this  report  reaches  our  con- 
tributors our  treasury  will  be  entirely  depleted,  and  we  shall  need  the  im- 
mediate aid  of  every  friend  we  have,  everywhere.  We  have  already  been  noti- 
fied that  our  income  from  the  Community  Chest  in  Miami  and  Jacksonville 
will  amount  to  very  little  for  January  and  February  and  in  Pensacola  our 
income  will  be  reduced  for  the  entire  year  by  at  least  twenty  per  cent.  Hav- 
ing had  to  discontinue  our  Boarding  Home  Department  because  of  lack  of 
funds,  of  course  our  income  from  the  Juvenile  Court  in  Duval  County  will 
be  entirely  cut  off.  It  looks,  therefore,  as  if  we  would  be  compelled  to  continue 
to  limit  the  intake  of  children  to  the  actual  income  of  the  Society  until  that 
‘‘Better  Times”  hope  and  prediction  actually  comes  to  pass. 

We  dispensed  with  the  services  of  two  additional  workers  the  first  of  the 
year — and  may  be  compelled  to  let  others  go  shortly.  This  wdll  throw  a much 
heavier  burden  of  service  and  responsibility  on  your  State  Superintendent  and 
staff  of  workers,  which  we  shall  gladly  bear,  to  the  limit  of  our  physical 
and  mental  endurance  as  long  as  may  be  necessary. 

The  one  thing  that  hurts  your  Superintendent  most  in  this  whole  sit- 
uation is  the  actual  necessity,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  our  great 
work,  of  being  unable  to  render  the  service  to  scores  of  little  children  in 
actual  want  and  need,  many  of  whom  must  suffer  greatly,  because  of  our 
inability  to  receive  them  for  care  through  lack  of  income. 
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We  shall  need  to  fall  back  on  the  two  main  stays  of  life  now,  as  we  have 
done  many  times  in  the  past,  and  have  always  found  them  safe  and  secure. 
These  two  main-stays  are  Hope  and  Faith.  We  shall  earnestly  hope  that 
our  vast  army  of  friends  and  contributors,  as  they  come  to  realize  our  actual 
need — will  come  to  our  rescue,  with  larger  contributions  in  the  very  near 
future.  I feel  sure  they  will,  as  soon  as  “Better  Times”  come  to  them.  We 
shall  have  an  abiding  faith  in  a kindly  and  overseeing  Providence,  that 
if  we  each  continue  to  do  our  level  best,  that  He  will  not  desert  us,  but 
that  soon  the  darkened  paths  will  become  bright  as  the  noonday  sun,  and 
that  inasmuch  as  our  great  work  continues  to  serve  in  His  Name,  and 
in  His  Spirit,  and  for  His  little  ones,  we  shall  go  forward  and  to  even 
greater  records  of  service,  and  that  we  shall  find  as  our  President,  Judge 
William  H.  Baker,  has  so  often  repeated — “God’s  Treasury  is  never  empty.” 
To  these  ends  I rededicate  my  unstinted  time,  strength  and  services. 
To  these  ends  I ask  your  unquestioned  co-operation.
